DISARMAMENT TALK 
Premier Bulganin is reported to have told 
members of the Austrian delegation when 
they were in Moscow for peace treaty nego­ 
tiations that the strain of the atomic arms 
race is becoming too great for the Soviet 
economy.

This seemingly candid remark could be 
part of a calculated effort to start softening 
up the West preparatory to the Big Four 
Power meeting. But it could also be a true 
statement of fact made by an untried chief 
of state in an unguarded moment. 
The multi-billion-dollar cost of atomic arm­ 
aments represents a tremendous strain on the 
strongest and most resilient of national econ­ 
omies — to wit, that of the United States. 
Russia demonstrably has been unable to sup­ 
port both heavy and consumer goods indus­ 
tries simultaneously. Its foreign and domes­ 
tic policies are keyed to this, inability to pro­ 
vide the light-industry necessities, if not com­ 
forts of life. 
Superimposition of heavy-heavy industry 
on the Soviet economy will, of course, remain 
a tremendous strain until the time that it is 
used as a constructive power source. 
The Soviets have been plugging the gaps in 
their own economy by confiscating capital 
equipment from the countries defeated or 
subverted into satellites since World War II. 
This, plus the fact that Russia has been 
forced to export raw materials and finished 
products to compensate for the near break­ 
down of its agriculture, may explain why So­ 
viet leaders would like to trick other nations 
into some sort of disarmament trap.

DAHLONEGA, Ga. IP—Officials 
planned to resum e their investiga­ 
tion today in efforts to learn what 
caused a dam to break and pour 
a devastating flood on a mountain 
valley.

No casualties were reported but 
two houses and two automobiles 
were demolished and eight build­ 
ings were damaged. At one farm , 
4,900 baby chicks drowned.

Sheriff J. R. Gbson, of Lump­ 
kin County, who headed the in­ 
vestigation, said the earthen pri­ 
vate dam “ simply broke.” He said 
water pressure could have caused 
the 50-foot-wide break. 
The dam, built 18 months ago 
for irrigation and recreational pur­ 
poses, was owned by J. J. Ravan, 
who operates a store and ^tourist 
court.
